life. They are awful, yes awful!

off. Follow intermittently 
throughout the day with broken 
doses of meditation upon your 
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Creator and His Word. Apply 
to your work one-hundred per- 
cent of efficiency mixed with a 


knack of doing your work a 
little better than ‘others do 
theirs. Just before your days 


work is finished, operate on this 
by feeling that you have done 
your duty, and done it well. 
Then upon greeting your loved 
ones in the afternoon, sprinkle 
carefully. in their pathway 
bouquets of cheerfulness, kind-; 
ness and also apply as_ freely 
as possible the comforts of 
home life ete. Give your child! 
a ‘good dose of the rod of cor-| 
rection when his conduct, rises 
out of the bounds of a weil | 
disciplined home. However, 
don’t fail to mix with this a 
goodly amount of common) 
sense and good judgment. Al-| 
ways keep a supply of this a-

The grandest and most sig- 
nificant event that ever took 
place on this earth is the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead.
